The Machine Age

THE PATIENT who ie alway* 
so anxious to have the doctor back 
up a machine in order to m ake a 
diagnosis is suffering from a deep 
seated conviction that the machine 
is more accurate than the human

being who is the diagnostician. 
And one reason th at idea is false 
is that the machine simply fu r­ 
nishes 
some data, some facts, 
which have to go through the 
diagnostician’s human mind be­ 
fore they can be interpreted, be­ 
fore they fall into the right cate­ 
gory to form the proper conclu­ 
sion. 
The other and perhaps better 
reason such ideas are erroneous 
is that no machine on earth is as 
delicate- and as beautifully com­ 
petent as the diagnostician's hu­ 
man eye. 
When a trained diagnostician 
Io< ks a t any abnorm ality—-I care 
not what it be—a lump under the 
skin, a pair of tonsils, an ac bing 
joint, he instinctively begins to 
make notes. 
Is it red, he asks 
himself, is it tender, how long has 
it been there, Is it an inflammation, 
or a new grow th, or a degenera­ 
tion, did it sta rt somewhere tine? 
And instinctively also he is fitting 
it into his acquaintance with the 
changes in human tissues, des­ 
cribed by the science of pathology 
or diseased processes, until fir ally 
he has it classified. Then he knows 
more than any machine would ever 
be abb- to tell him, what the na­ 
ture of this abnorm al process is, 
what the cause is, what the out­ 
come is likely to be, whether th* re 
is any way to cure or relieve it. 


Extension of Vision 
The basis of those judgem ents 
is largely the conditions which his 
eye has brought to him. 
Some­ 
tim es, as in the case of disease of 
the chest or the abdomen where 
it is located so deep the eye can­ 
not see it, he depends on his fin­ 
gers and his ears. 
That ia why any extension of 
vision is of such great value in 
medical work. We have had a good 
many such extensions in the last 
few years. Indeed the great value 
of the X-ray is th at it is merely 
an extension of our eyes into 
opaque tissue. It reveals what we 
m ight see in bones, lungs, heart 


and stomach if we could tear aside 
the flesh. But it is no more than 
just the human eye operating 
ut.der exceedingly favorable cir­ 
cumstances. 
Then we have had quite an a r­ 
ray of extensions of the eye into 
the cavities of the body by means 
of electric lighted instrum ents. 
The ophthalmoscope to see the re­ 
tina of the eye was the first of 
these. Then came the otoscope to 
see the eardrum , and the laryngo­ 
scope to see the vocal eords. And 
then a series of eyes on sticks th a t 
could be th ru st into the dark re- 
cessee of the body, the cystoscope 
b see the inside of the bladder and 
tnt- proctoscope to see the inside 
of the rectum. 
Peritonesrope and Gastroscope 
The latest of these extensions of 
the eye are the peritoneoscope and 
the gastroscope 
The peritoneoscope ta an electric 
lighted stick which can be th ru st 
| through a m inute opening in the 
abdominal wall and by moving it 
around can be put into position to 
cie all the organs of th a t region. 
Surgeons have long had a proced­ 
ure they called an exploratory la­ 
parotomy. This was used in eases 
which had puzzled the attending 
physicians and surgeons and con­ 
sisted of opening the abdomen as 
for an operation to see exactly 
what wa* present. 
The periton- 
eoecope dots an exploratory la­ 
parotomy with a tenth of the fuss. 
None but a local anaesthetic is re­ 
quired and the incision Is no big­ 
ger than enough to admit a lead 
pencil, 
Many cases supposed to 
be cancer have bt en found to be 
relatively benign gallbladder or 
uterine disease in this way. 
The ga^trocone perform s the 
same function for the inside of 
the stomach. It is a flexible tube 
with an electric light and lenses 
in the end which the patient sw al­ 
lows so th at the entire inside of 
the stomach can be visualized. Its 
g reat successes have been in the 
early recognition of cancer of the 
stomach—early enough so th a t 
they can be successfully removed 
surgically.

SOLOMON la presumed to have 
written the Proverbs in Jeru­ 
salem around 1000 B C. They 
more than sustain his reputation 
for wisdom. From today's lesson 
we read: "The fear of the Lord 
is the beginning of knowledge: 
but fools despise wisdom and in­ 
struction. 
“My son, hear the instruction 
of thy father, and forsake not the 
law of thy mother: 
“For they shall be an ornament 
of grace unto thy head, and 
chains about thy neck. 
“My ann, if sinners entice thee, 
consent thou not.” 
Haven't you read of criminal* 
saying, when they were being 
punished for their misdeed*. “If 
I had only listened to what my 
father told me.” or “If I had only 
done as my mother taught me!” 
It la good to memoriae the words 
of Solomon. There is no telling 
when they will be recalled to mind 
In aft*-r years—maybe in a time 
of great temptation. The pictur­ 
esque language of the Bible will 
help you to remember the wo: m 
If you cannot remember all of the 
quotation, the last words should 
stick in your mind, “My son. lf 
sinners entice thee, consent thou 
not." 
Personal Note Stressed 
In the book of Jeremiah, the 
personal note la stressed more 
than in that of any of the other 
prophets. He tried to make the 
children of Iarael see that the 
course they were pursuing was 
one that would eventually end In 
their destruction, but he only 
gained the enmity of the rulers 
and also of the prophets of the 
church. He himself was descended 
from a family of priests, and 


vowed from his birth to the wor­ 
ship of Jehovah. 
Word cam* to Jeremiah to go 
to the house of the Rechabites and 
and to aet wine and drink before 
them. Little is known about the 
house of the Rechabites, only that 
the founder wa* Jonadab who 
appeared aa the ally of Jehu In 
the overthrow of th* house of 
Ahab. The Rechabites had taken 
a vow through their ancestor 
that they would drink no strong 
drink, nor build houses, nor sow 
seeds, nor plant vineyards, but 
would dwell in tents all their 
day*. Therefore when wine vvas 
•et before them they refused to 
drink it and referred to their vow, 
saying that they would continue 
to obey the command of their 
fathers. 
In his letter to the Corinthians 
Paul 
Illustrate* the 
point 
he 
wishes to make by referring to 
the Olympian races. Anyone who 
strives for success in any athletic 
field must keep himself physically 
fit or he has no chance to win or 
to stay in the race. We all kjiow 
this. The rules of training must 
be strictly adhered to. 
If these rules are good for ath­ 
letes. why not for all of ua and 
for all of life? Intemperance will 
play havoc with our bodies, and 
also our souls. In the race of life 
—so much more than a mere ath­ 
letic race or game—we want to 
w in. do we not ? as Paul did. Re­ 
member his words, “And every 
man that strtveth for victory 
exercised! s e l f - control in ail 
things.” 
' Abstain from all appearance of 
evil." St. Paul wrote the Thessa­ 
lonians. What la evil? The editor 
of our notes on the Sunday School 
lesson tells us an excellent rule 
by which we may measure thia. 
Amusement, he says, is not 
wicked. We need some amuse­ 
ment for refreshment. Now. when 
we are planning some fun for 
ourselves, w’e should ask ourselves 
the question, will the particular 
amusement do us good, make us 
feel refreshed in body and spirit; 
or will It do us harm? If we put 
this question to ourselves, and 
answer honestly, we have the an­ 
swer to our problem.
